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PREFACE. 


In  the  preparation  of  this  Hymnal  the  Editor  had  in  mind  the  Sunday- 
School  and  other  Church  Schools,  the  Mission  Congregation,  the  Week-day 
Sen-ices,  and  the  meetings  of  the  various  Congregational  Societies  to  which 
it  is  not  always  convenient  to  bring  the  Church  Hymnal.  Hence  he  has 
named  it  the  School  and  Parish  Hymnal. 

Its  chief  purpose,  however,  is  that  of  a  Sunday-School  Hymnal ;  and  in 
the  conviction  that  only  the  best  is  good  enough  for  children,  the  Editor  has 
aimed  to  gather  together  in  this  volume  only  such  hymns  and  tunes  as  have 
real  merit,  and  as  will  exercise  a  correct  and  healthy  formative  influence  in 
the  development  of  the  child's  devotional  life. 

The  popular  notion  that  the  words  and  music  in  which  a  child  is  taught 
to  express  its  devotions,  must  be  radically  different  from  the  hymns  and 
tunes  used  by  adult  Christians,  is  as  false  in  principle  as  it  is  pernicious  in 
practice.  Hymns  for  children  must  deal  with  the  same  great  objective  realities 
of  faith  as  hymns  for  adults,  and  hence  should  be  chiefly  hymns  of  prayer 
and  praise  : — hymns  called  forth  by  the  great  facts  that  connect  with  God  the 
Father,  as  Creator  and  Preserver  ;  with  God  the  Son,  as  our  Prophet,  High 
Priest,  and  King  ;  with  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  the  Sanctifier  and  Comforter ; 
and  with  the  Church  and  her  Means  of  Grace. 

Perhaps  the  great  defect  of  the  current  Sunday-School  hymnology — to 
say  nothing  of  its  other  faults — is  its  intense  subjectiveness.  While  this  is  a 
quality  that  should  never  predominate  in  a  hymn  for  public  worship,  it 
should  least  of  all  characterize  a  hymn  used  by  children.  Yet  much  of  the 
popular  Sunday-School  hymnology  teaches  children  to  sing  more  of  self — 
their  feelings,  wishes,  and  intentions — than  of  God,  and  to  give  expression 
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to  sentiments  that  in  children  are  unreal,  unnatural,  and  morbid.  Such 
teaching  does  positive  injury  to  the  religious  nature  of  the  child.  It  gives 
the  child  a  false  conception  of  life  and  duty,  and  totally  wrong  views  con- 
cerning the  object  and  nature  of  Christian  worship  ;  and  it  may  well  be 
questioned  whether  teaching  of  this  kind  is  not  as  destructive  in  its  results 
as  the  direct  teaching  of  false  doctrine  itself.  A  child,  as  much  as  an  adult 
Christian,  needs  hymns  that  breathe  the  spirit  of  child-like  faith  :— hymns 
that  sing  the  praises  and  invoke  the  blessing  of  the  Father  that  loves  us,  the 
Son  that  saves  us,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  that  sanctifies  us. 

It  has  been  the  conviction  of  the  Editor  for  years  that  the  best  hymns  for 
children  are  the  Church  hyrnns  ;  and,  in  the  preparation  of  this  book,  he  has 
therefore  made  use  chiefly  of  such  Church  hymns  as  have  become  standard 
in  English,  either  as  originals  or  in  their  translations,  and  as  are  equally 
adapted  for  use  with  children.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  have  been  made  only 
in  the  case  of  such  hymns  written  especially  for  children  as  possess  the  cha- 
racteristics of  a  true  hymn  ;  and  if  now  and  then  a  hymn  has  been  inserted 
that  seems  unsuited  to  children,  it  has  been  done  to  make  the  book  available 
also  as  a  Parish  Hymnal.  On  close  examination,  however,  it  will  be  found 
that  very  few  hymns  in  this  volume  cannot  be  sung  by  young  and  old 
Christians  alike.  Some  very  familiar  hymns  may  be  missed,  not  on  the 
ground  of  lack  of  merit,  but  to  make  place  for  other  good  hymns  less  well- 
known. 

It  may  be  said  that  Church  hymns  are  often  above  the  comprehension  of 
children.  So  are  many  other  things  that  we  teach  them.  Long  before 
children  can  understand  their  full  import,  we  seek  to  put  into  their  hearts 
the  words  of  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and 
numerous  passages  and  portions  of  God's  Word  ;  nor  do  we  ourselves  under- 
stand all  the  mysteries  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  even  with  matured  minds 
and  enlightened  hearts,  and  yet  we  sing  of  them.  It  is  not  so  much  a  ques- 
tion of  comprehension  as  it  is  a  question  of  faith.  "Believest  thou  this  ?" 
is  the  Divine  inquiry  ;  and  in  the  hymns  that  we  teach  them,  as  well  as  in 
all  other  Christian  instruction,  it  behooves  us  therefore  early  to  put  "the 
form  of  sound  words"  into  the  hearts  of  our  children,  that  faith  may  both 
be  nourished  and  be  able  to  express  its  adoration  in  devout  and  fitting 
language. 
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As  regards  the  choice  of  music  for  children  the  same  general  principles 
must  be  observed.  The  musical  language  in  which  the}'  are  taught  to  express 
their  devotions,  must  be  as  pure  and  dignified,  and  as  full  of  the  spirit  of 
devotion,  as  the  hymns  themselves.  It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  children 
delight  only  in  jingles  and  swinging  dance  rhythms.  Where  this  can  truth- 
fully be  said  to  be  the  case,  it  is  not  the  result  of  natural  inclination,  but  of 
a  perverted  education.  An  experience  of  many  years,  both  as  an  organist 
and  as  a  pastor,  has  taught  the  Editor  that  children  easily  perceive  the 
difference  between  a  good  and  a  bad  tune  ;  and  that  they  will  as  readily  learn 
the  former  as  the  latter,  and  prefer  it.  Good  music  is  not  necessarily  difficult 
music.  The  best  hymn-tunes  indeed  are  those  that  are  plainest,  having  a 
good,  well-shaped  melod}',  and  broad,  strong  harmonies  ;  and  these  are  pre- 
cisely the  tunes  that  children  can  best  sing,  and  in  which  they  most  delight. 
It  is  tunes  of  this  class  that  are  found  in  this  book  ;  and  as  the  Editor  has 
had  many  of  them  in  constant  use  with  the  children  of  his  own  parish,  he 
feels  confident  that  the  children  of  other  parishes  will,  under  right  instruc- 
tion, be  able  to  sing  them  as  well.  It  is  at  this  point  also  that  the  solution 
of  the  question  of  congregational  singing  must  begin.  If  the  Church's 
music,  as  well  as  her  hymns,  become  familiar  and  dear  to  the  children,  there 
will  soon  be  singing  congregations  ;  and  to  make  children  realize  that,  in 
this  respect  also,  they  are  being  prepared  for  intelligent  membership  in  the 
adult  congregation,  is  by  no  means  the  least  among  the  aims  which  every 
Sunday-School  must  set  for  itself. 

The  music  in  this  Hymnal  is  taken  chieffy  from  the  best  German  and 
Anglican  sources.  The  German  Choral  melodies  are,  with  few  exceptions, 
given  in  their  original,  uncorrupted  rhythmical  settings ;  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  English  Congregations  and  Sunday-Schools  everywhere,  will 
speedily  learn  to  appreciate  as  they  should  what  a  priceless  treasure  of 
pure  and  noble  Church  song  has  been  bequeathed  to  them  in  these 
matchless  compositions.  In  addition  to  these,  organists  and  choir-masters 
will  also  find  many  other  fine  tunes,  new  and  old,  that  answer  admirably 
for  constant  congregational  use. 

In  conclusion,  the  Editor  would  express  his  grateful  acknowledgments  to 
the  many  friends  whose  kindly  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  work  served 
as  a  constant  stimulus.     Among  these,  he  deems  it  just  to  mention  by  name 
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the  Rev.  Wm.  Wackernagel,  D.D.,  of  Allentown,  Pa.  ;  Mr.  Isaac  Harter,  of 
Canton,  Ohio  ;  and  especially  the  Rev.  Henry  E.  Jacobs,  D.D.,  LL.D,,  of  the 
Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  at  Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  Adolph 
Spaeth,  D.D.,  of  the  same  institution,  and  the  late  Rev.  Beale  M.  Schmucker, 
D.D.,  of  Pottstown,  Pa.,  to  whose  warm  friendship,  wise  counsels,  and  en- 
couraging words  the  Editor  is  chiefly  indebted  for  his  own  interest  in  the 
subjects  of  Church  Music,  Hymnology,  and  Liturgies. 

And  now  unto  Him  for  Whose  glory  this  labor  of  love  was  performed,  and 
Who  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  unt»

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PREFACE 


The  Services  set  to  music  in  the  following  pages  are  the  ancient  Orders 
known  as  Matins  and  Vespers.  These  Orders  date  from  a  very  early  period 
in  the  hisfory  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  were  prepared  to  satisfy. the  felt 
need  for  a  Daily  Morning  and  Evening  Service.  Like  the  Liturgy  of  the  Holy 
Supper,  the}-  were  revised  and  purified  by  the  Reformers,  retained  for  daily 
morning  and  evening  use,  and  now  form  a  part  of  the  "  Common  Service," 
prepared  in  compliance  with  the  joint  action  of  the  three  General  Bodies  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  with  which  most  of  the  Lutheran 
Congregations  using  the  English  language  are  connected. 

What  lends  a  special  charm  to  these  Orders,  and  makes  them  so  rich  in 
devotion,  is  the  fact  that  the}'  contain,  almost  word  for  word,  only  the  in- 
spired language  of  Sacred  Scripture.  At  the  same  time,  by  reason  of  the 
ease  with  which  they  may  be  adapted  to  circumstances,  they  answer  all  the 
demands  of  every  ordinary  and  extraordinary  occasion  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  their  use  will  again  be  revived  in  Colleges,  Seminaries,  and  Schools,  at 
the  week-day  services,  and  on  all  occasions  when  another  Order  than  that  of 
the  Chief  Service  is  needed. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  eminent  fitness  of  these  Orders  for  the 
Sunday-school, — the  Matin  for  a  morning,  the  Vesper  for  an  afternoon  session. 
We  cannot  begin  too  early  to  familiarize  children  with  the  venerable  liturgical 
forms  in  which  millions  of  saints  before  them  have  expressed  their  devotions. 
Would  we  have  worshiping  congregations,  then  must  we  first  teach  the  chil- 
dren how  to  worship.  These  liturgical  treasures  should,  from  early  childhood, 
become  the  heart's  own  possession.  Like  the  great  and  familiar  hymns  in 
which  Christians  of  every  age  and  land  have  combined  to  pour  out  their 
prayers  and  praises,  and  of  which  we  never  tire  because  they  satisfy  the 
heart,  so  should  these  other  forms  of  devotion,  to  serve  the  same  purpose,

be  made  the  heart's  familiar  language  ;  and  to  accomplish  this,  the  beginning 
must  be  made  in  the  Sunday-School.  By  reference  to  the  "Rubrical  Out- 
lines" (page  8  j  it  will  be  seen  how  readily  the  Orders  here  presented  adapt 
themselves  to  the  uses  of  the  Sunday-School.  At  the  usual  Sunday  sessions 
the  simpler  form  of  either  Order  may  be  used  ;  while  with  an  ample  supply 
of  Invitatories,  Antiphons,  Responsories,  Versicles,  and  Psalms,  together  with 
the  Hymns  and  Carols  in  the  School  and  Parish  Hymnal,  the  material  is 
always  at  hand  for  the  most  elaborate  festival  service. 

Those  familiar  with  the  ancient  music  of  the  Responsories  ma}*  regret  its 
omission  in  this  book.  It  was  here  that  the  greatest  difficulties  were  en- 
countered in  arranging  the  music  for  these  Services.  In  some  instances  it 
was  well-nigh  impossible  to  adapt  the  ancient  music  to  the  English  words  ; 
and  in  nearly  all  cases  said  music  is  so  archaic  in  form  that,  could  the  neces- 
sary adaptation  even  have  been  made,  the  result  would  have  been  far  from 
satisfactory  to  those  accustomed  to  the  best  forms  of  modern  church  music. 
As  the  Anthem  is  a  feature  in  the  services  of  English  congregations,  and  as 
the  Responsory  serves  the  purpose  of  an  Anthem,  more  modern  themes  were 
taken,  and  upon  these  as  a  basis,  the  music  of  the  Responsories  was  wrought 
out.  It  is  with  great  diffidence  that  the  Editor  presents  this  part  of  his  work 
to  the  Church  ;  but  he  feels  certain  that  those  who  are  best  acquainted  with 
the  difficulties  in  the  case  will  be  most  lenient  in  their  judgment. 

The  Editor  regrets  that,  in  order  to  keep  the  book  within  convenient  size, 
he  was  obliged  to  omit  all  the  Lesson  Tables  ;  some  of  the  Antiphons,  Ver- 
sicles, and  Psalms  ;  the  additional  Responsories  and  Canticles  provided  in  the 
"Church  Book,"  with  the  exception  of  the  Benedicite  ;  the  music  to  the 
Litany  and  Suffrages  ;  and  the  intonations  for  the  minister's  parts  in  the 
Service.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  enough  is  here  offered  to  meet  all  require- 
ments for  some  time  to  come.     A  larger  and  complete  work  may  follow. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  music  to  the  fixed  parts  of  the  Service  is  sub- 
stantially the  same,  in  this  book,  as  that  which  the  Editor  had  the  honor  of 
preparing  for  the  new  edition  (1892)  of  Dr.  Seiss'  "  Church  Song." 
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EXPLANATORY  AND  SUGGESTIVE. 


For  the  proper  musical  rendering  of  Matins  and  Vespers  the  following 
directions  should  be  observed. 

The  Antiphox.—  The  Antiphon  is  a  short  verse  of  Scripture,  selected 
with  special  reference  to  the  particular  season,  da}',  or  occasion,  and  sung  at 
the  beginning  and  close  of  the  Psalm  and  Canticle.  Its  music  must  inva- 
riably belong  to  the  same  mode  or  scale  as  the  Psalm-tone  which  follows. 
Before  the  Psalm  or  Canticle,  according  to  ancient  usage,  the  Antiphon  is 
sung  by  one  or  more  voices  of  the  choir  ;  after  the  Psalm  and  Canticle  it  is 
repeated  b}-  the  entire  choir.  On  the  Chief  Festivals  it  may  be  sung  by  the 
entire  choir  at  the  beginning  and  close.  As  it  is  not  meant  to  be  sung  in 
strict  time,  but  with  due  deliberation,  somewhat  after  the  manner  of  a  musi- 
cal recitative,  the  music  to  all  the  Antiphons  in  this  book  is  given  in  its 
original  unbarred  form. — If  the  Antiphon  differ  in  key  from  the  music  imme- 
diately preceding,  the  transition  must  be  made  by  an  organ  modulation. — 
At  the  daily  service  the  Antiphon  is  usually  omitted,  but  it  should  never  be 
omitted  on  Sundays  and  Festivals. — It  may  be  sung  unaccompanied. 

The  Psalm. — The  Psalms  are  the  Songs  of  Inspiration.  They  were  the 
hymns  of  God's  people  under  the  Old  Dispensation  ;  and  St.  Paul  distinctly 
recognizes  and  enjoins  their  use  among  Christians  (Eph.  5  :  19  ;  Col.  3  :  16). 
They  are  however  meant  to  be  sung,  not  said.  The  latter  practice  is  only  a 
make-shift,  and  contradicts  the  uniform  usage  both  of  the  Jewish  and  of 
the  Christian  Church  until  within  comparatively  modern  times. 

According  to  Lutheran  usage  one  to  three  Psalms  may  be  sung  at  Matins 
and  Vespers,  each  ending  with  the  Gloria  Patri.  On  festival  occasions  each 
Psalm  may  be  introduced  and  followed  by  an  Antiphon  ;  but  the  more  usual 
custom  is  to  sing  an  Antiphon  only  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the 
entire  Psalmody. — The  Psalms  should  be  sung  antiphonally.  To  secure  the 
best  results,  divide  the  choir  (chorus)  into  two  sections.  Let  the  first  section 
sing  the  first  part  of  each  verse,  i.  e.,  to  the  colon,  in  four-part  harmony,  when 
Anglican  chants  are  used ;  and  the  second  section,  together  with  the  congre- 
gation, the  second  part  of  the  verse,  in  unison.     When  no  Antiphon  follows 
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the  Psalm,  the  Gloria  Patri  at  the  close  may  be  sung  full,  i.  e.}  by  choirs  and 
congregation  together, — the  choir  singing  the  harmonies,  and  the  congrega- 
tion in  unison.  With  the  Gregorian  Tones  it  is  however  usual  to  sing  the 
melody  in  unison  throughout,  though  as  harmonized  in  this  book,  these 
Tones  may  also  be  sung  in  four  parts. — The  Psalm  should  be  announced  at 
the  beginning,  so  that  the  Service  may  proceed  from  one  part  to  the  other 
without  interruption. 

The  Gregorian  Tones.— The  proper  melodies  for  the  Psalms,  the  Venite, 
and  the  Canticles,  are  the  so-called  Gregorian  Tones,  or  Ancient  Plain  Song. 
Of  these  there  are  eight,  with  one  irregular,  called  "Tonus  Peregrinus." 
Each  Psalm-tone  consists  of  four  parts  :  the  Intonation,  or  beginning  of  the 
melody;  the  Dominant,  or  Reciting  Note ;  the  Mediation,  a  short  cadence  in 
the  middle;  and  the  Finalis,  i.  e.,  Ending,  or  Final  Cadence.

Most  of  the  Tones  have  two  or  more  Endings.  The  hitonation  is  sung 
only  to  the  first  verse  of  the  Psalm,  and  only  on  Sundays  and  Festival  Days, 
but  should  be  used  on  all  Sundays  and  Festivals  with  every  verse  of  the 
Benedictus,  Magnificat,  and  Nunc  Dimittis.  It  may  also  be  used  with  each 
verse  of  the  Gloria  Patri.  It  is  however  not  sung  to  the  first  verse  of  each 
Psalm,  when  more  than  one  is  used,  and  the  same  Tone  is  continued  from 
one  Psalm  to  the  other.  As  far  as  the  colon,  it  should  be  sung  by  the  men 
of  the  choir,  without  the  organ,— the  rest  of  the  choir  and  the  congregation 
joining  at  the  second  half  of  the  verse.  To  prevent  singing  out  of  tune, 
the  organist  should  first  play  this  part  of  the  chant  with  his  left  hand  on  the 
Great  Organ,  and  on  the  Pedals,  at  the  end  touching  the  first  note  of  the 
Intonation  again  ;  thus  :

To  allow  a  choice,  the  two  forms  of  the  Chant,  Gregorian  and  Anglican, 
are  given  in  this  book.  The  pointing  answers  for  both,  but  attention  is 
directed  to  the  slight  variation  sometimes  found  in  the  pointing  of  the  Gloria 
Patri,  made  necessary  by  the  peculiar  structure  of  the  particular  Tone  to 
which  it  is  to  be  sung.

To  sing  Gregorian  or  Plain  Chant  well,  entire  familiarity  with  both 
words  and  music  is  absolutely  necessary.  There  must  be  no  uncertainty 
about  either,  and  no  evident  effort  to  get  words  and t  music  together.  The 
words  must  be  sung  with  notes  as  one  would  speak  without  notes,  neither 
too  rapidly  nor  too  slowly. 

The  Responsory. — The  Responsory  is  the  anthem  of  the  Service.  It  is 
to  be  sung  by  the  choir,  and  should  never  be  omitted  on  Sundays  and  Festi- 
vals. The  words  of  the  Responsory,  still  more  than  those  of  the  Antiphon, 
give  expression  to  the  chief  thought  of  the  season,  day,  or  occasion.  When 
it  is  omitted,  as  is  apt  to  be  the  rule  at  the  daily  services,  a  Hymn  may  be 
used  instead. 

The  Venite  and  Canticles. — The  musical  treatment  of  these  is  essen- 
tially the  same  as  that  of  the  Psalms.
